The plant is quite in the way of allthe old West 
Indian Bletias known from the earliest times of 
Orchid cuitivation, The flowers are in shape and 
general appearance very near to those of Bletia 
florida, R. Br.; B. gracilis, Lind. ; and smaller than 
in B. verecunda, R. Br., to which it has great resem- 
blance. The side-lobes of the lip have straight and 
by no means waved borders; this character is only 
developed in the middle lobe ; the dimensions of the 
flower are much smaller, and the colour is quite 
different. If we judged only by descriptions, we 
might presume it to be B'etia Shepherdi, Hook., 
described and figured in the Botanical Magazine, 
pl. 3319 (united by Reichenbach with B. verecunda), 
but the abundant material at hand in a living state 
proves it at once new and distinct. The flowers of 
B. Godseffiana are smaller, and dark green outside; 
the leaves narrower, and not half as broad as in B. 
verecunda and B. Shepherdi. The plant has been 
imported by Messrs. F. Sander & Co., and is dedi- 
eated to Mr. T. Godseff, the manager.

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DENDROBIUM PHALÆNOPSIS, FITZGER. 


var, ROTHSCHILDIANA.* 


Tuts is one of the best and the most distinct varie- 
ties of this noble ‚plant; we may regard it as a 
counterpart to the Statterianum variety (v. Reichen- 


bachia, ser. ii., vol. i., pl. F.). The flowers are fully. 
4 inches broad, and nearly 34 inches in height. The 


colour is snowy-white, with the most tender blush 
of pink you can imagine; the side lobes of the lip 
are light pink, with some deeper-coloured lines on 
the disk. From the merely botanical point of view, 
this variety is well distinguished by the slender form 
of the directly lanceolate sepals, The rhomboidal 
petals and the compressed and by no means semi- 
globular spur (“subhemisphericum,” in Mr. Fitz- 
gerald’s description). The dolumn is broader than 
in the type and in other varieties, and shown from 
, the front it is directly rhomboid; but, as we find in 
the variety “ Statterianum,” already an upwards 
enlarged column, it is quite impossible to regard 
this somewhat more enlarged column as a charac- 
| ter of specific value. The plant flowered in Lord 
. Rothschild’s collection at Tring Park. Dr, PF.

This Polystachya is certainly one of the most 
showy of the genus, the flowers being more than 
half an inch in diameter, and of comparatively bright 
colour. It is very near to Polystachya laxiflora, 
Lindl, from Fernando Po, and P. puberula, Lindl. : 
but it differs from the latter by the larger flowers, 
and from the first-named by its simple raceme (B; 
laxiflora has a many-branched flower-stalk), the tip 
of the labellum (three-toothed in P. laxiflora, simple 
in our species), the hairy cushion and the colour of 
the flower, which is green and pale lilac in our species, 
whilst the flower of P. laxiflora (which flowered at 
Kew in May, 1861) is of a pale yellow colour. In spite 
of all these differences, which are more than sufficient 
to establish a new species, P. laxiflora is the next to 
P. Lawrenceana and all the others, even P, odorata, 
Lindl., from Fernando Po, show greater difference, 
The plant was imported by Mr. J. O’Brien from 
Sierra Leone, and flowered by Mr. White, Orchid 
grower to Sir Trevor Lawrence, M.P., at Burford 
Lodge, Dorking. A revision and compilation 
of the species of Polystachya described in the 
botanical works, prove how rapidly the number of 
known species of this genus is increasing, Lindley 
in his Genera and Species enumerates five species; 
in his West African Tropical Orchids he adds nine 
new ones. Reichenbach in the sixth volume of 
Walper's Annales (only a compilation of newly- 
described species), enumerates twenty-two; in Ben- 
tham and Hooker's Genera Plantarum, forty species 
are admitted ; and for myself I dare say, that after a 
careful examination of all materials I could reach, at 

least sixty species are described, all without excep- 
tion by authors of high range in botany, or at least,

A very curious Pha!ænopsis, the closer affinities 
of which are at present very little known. The whitish 
or pale yellow flowers open about 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon, and begin to fade at 2 or 3 o’clock of the 
same day. This striking fact (for a Phalaenopsis) 
was observed in two following years by Mr. White, 
Orchid grower to Sir Trevor Lawrence, Burford 
Lodge, to whom I am indebted for fresh materials. 
The most striking part of the flower is the middie 
lobe of the lip, which is contracted to a globular 
hollow body, furrowed at the top, and with an 
obtuse pointed cone before; the lateral lobes are 
linear, erect, and in the way to be shown very often 
in other Phalsnopsis species.

MEGACLINIUM NUMMULARIA.* 


This is a very peculiar little plant with minute 
dark-purple flowers of no more than 1 line in length. 
The bulbs are absolutely flattened, as large as a six- 
pence and payed down like coins. The leaf is oblong, 
pointed at both ends, about 1 inch long and + inch 
broad. 'The raceme is even shorter than the bulb 
and the leaf together and scarcely longer than 4 inch. 
The flowers (6 to 8) are one-sided, and covered by 
its bracts at more than their half length, the rachis 
is not so flattened as in true Megaclinium, but this 
character, which occurs even in true Bolbophyllums, 
is a very trifling one and of no generic value, The 
flowers in generalappearanceare much liketo those of 
Megaclinium minutum Rolfe, but a true examination 
shows differences in all parts. All the leaflets of the 
flower have hairs on their borders, longer ones on the 
odd sepal and the very minute petals, shorter ones on 
the lateral sepals and the labellum, The distribu- 
tion of colour is a very peculiar one, the odd sepal 
(the most prominent part of the whole flower), is very 
deep purple, the lateral ones and the petals are some- 
what paler, the lip is green with a very faint violet 
hue on the side margins. The column shows no 
peculiarities of some specific value. This plant is 
one of the discoveries of the late Johannes Braun, 
who found it in the southern part of the German  * 
Cameroon boundary. It came in the possession of 
Mr. Wendland at Herrenhausen near Hannover and

This is a rather common-place Bolbophylium, but 
of peculiar botanical interest, as it was described 
many years ago by Sir Jos. Hooker in the Journal 
of the Proceedings of the Linnean Society, vol. vii. 


(1864), p. 220, The description was made from a 
specimen collected by Gustav Mann, but, as Sir 
Joseph remarks, “in fruit only.” The flowers being 
in no satisfactory condition, he avoided giving 
a specific name, and the plant was noted as Bolbo- 
phyllum sp. The Hookerian description runs as 
follows :—‘‘Species parvula, caudice valido, Pseudob. 
breves oblongi tetrapteri, 2-phyili. Folia 13 une. 
longa, lineari oblonga, in petiolum contracta. Scapus 
brevis validus. Racemus rhachi compressa v. angu- 
lata, robusta.

ANGRZECUM FOURNIERIANUM, Krzl,* 
Tuis is a splendid novelty, but, alas! a very rare 
plant. I received fresh flowers from Messrs, Sander 
. & Co., St. Albans, at my last visit to England in 
July, 1892, 
The flowers resemble at first sight those of An- 
græcum Eichlerianum, Kzrl, but are superior not 
. only in their pure white colour (those of An- 
grecum Eichlerianum are green in the centre), 
but by their larger size. The little point of the 
labellum of this latter species is protracted into a long 
very acute tongue in Angrecum Fournierianum, 
As far as can be judged by descriptions and (partly 
very poor) dried material, the Aeranthus Phalæ- 
nopsie, Rehb, f, A, arachnanthus, Rehb., and A, 
gladiator, Rchb, f, all discovered by Mons. Lóon 
Humblot on the Comoro Islands, must be very 
similar; it is, at all eventr, a very fine plant, and a 


rival to Aeranthus Leonis, Rchb. f. (Angrecum 
Humblotii, Rchb. £, MSS.). The flowers are fully 
2 inches in length (without the spur). and 2 inches 
in diameter; the leaves are from lito 2in. wide, and 
attain the length of some 2 feet, very fleshy, and 
undulated as in superbum, but unlike those of any 
other species.

Tuts is a very peculiar Dendrobium, very near to 
D. nitidissimum, Rchb, f., from which it differs only 
in some characters of merely botanical value. As 
was pointed out by Professor Reichenbach, the Den- 
drobes of the Diplocaulobium group have two kinds 
of bulbs, some with a single leaf, others leafless, but 
with some pallid scales at the base, and a single 
one at the top. From this latter rise the flowers in 
succession as in Oncidium Papilio. Tae pale rose- 
coloured flowers are very tender, and justify the com- | 
parison with those of Thrixspermum arachnitis, | 
made by Reichenbach in his description of Dendro- 
bium nitidissimum.

Tus is, indeed, a little gem. The plant is not 
very tall, the only specimen examined (fortunately, a 
very perfect one) not being more than about 8 inches 
in height, with two or three leaves of & moderate 
size, The flower-stalk is longer than the leaves, and 
bears three or four flowers of the aize of those of 
a well-developed Dendrobium bigibbum or D. Phalæ- 
nopsis, The sepals are white, with numerous rose- 
purple blotches; the petals are large, spreading, and 
white, with a rose-purple line ; the lip has two very 
large stout side-lobes, of a very deep blood-purple, 
and a very short reniform middle-lobe, of yellow or 
orange colour, with some purplish veins. The other 
characters are of merely botanical interest. The 
chief character is undoubtedly the short reniform 
middle-lobe of the lip. The plant was detected by 
Sir William M'Gregor. It is to be hoped that 
specimens of this very beautiful plant, which, even 
in a dried state, is very conspicuous, will be soon 
imported into this country.

This is a very beautiful variety of the well-known 
type. The flower has quite the size of the true 
Maxillaria Sanderiana, and about the habit there is 
no difference at all between the species and its 
variety. The flowers, however, are of the purest 
ivory-white, with only very few pale purplish spots 
on the petals, and a narrow area of purplish streaks 
near the base of the sepals, The labellum is dark 
purple outside, with a very elegant golden-yellow 
margin, and a golden-yellow tip of the middle lobe; 
the inside is pale yellow, with a purplish hue on 
the side lobes, The column shows the ivory colour 
which prevails in the flower, with only very few 
purplish dots on the foreside. This very remarkable 
variety flowered in the rich collection of Prince 
Fuerstenberg at Donaueschingen. The plant was 
introduced by Messrs. Sander & Co. from the native 
country of the typical species, and purchased at an 
auction by Mr, Kirchhoff, the late head-gardener of 
the Fuerstenberg collection. Orchid albinos are in 
fashion to-day, and it is of some interest to learn 
that even such a dark-coloured species as Maxillaria 
Sanderiana may produce flowers of the purest white. 
The flowers we received from Donaueschingen were 
somewhat varying in the intensity of the pur- 
plish colour at the very base of the petals and 
sepals, We may expect that one or another spe- 
cimen of the large stock of Maxillaria Sanderiana in 
cultivation at Donaueschingen may produce flowers 
of the purest white colour without a trace of purple. 
As we received in the same box true typical flowers, 
the supposition catnot be admitted that the paler 
colour is the result of a shady place in the stove,

A xew species of Masdevallia from Northern 
Brazil, the home of the old Masdevallia infracta, 
Lindl., one of the veterans of the genus. The leaves 
are comparatively narrow, glossy, bright green, paler 
below, blunt or rounded at the apex, and a little 
shorter than the slender sharply three-angled flower- 
stalk, About the latter, I am not sure if it be 
one-flowered or few-flowered ; the specimen at hand 
ie one-flowered, but it seems to me that there have 
been several flowers, The cup or calyx of the sepals 
ie very short, somewhat compressed, with a deep 
impression below, forming a rectangular chin at the 
very base of the cup; the free portion of the sepals 
is very short, the lateral ones especially being 
united, the top excepted; the tails are about 2'5— 
3 cm. long, the dorsal one being a little longer than 
the lateral. The colour of the sepal-cup is very 
tender tint-apricot outside, &c., and a little more 
intense on the inside. The petals and the 
column are very insignificant, and just as in 
many other Masdevallias; the lip, though very 
small, needs some remarks. It is linear, with a 
blunt, triangular, thickened, and somewhat warty 
apex; in the middle there are on each side two small 
lobes, and two small elevations or calli on the disc. 
The plant is, perhaps, not a first-rate beauty, like 
many other Masdevallias, but it is nevertheless a 
nice little plant, and interesting as a Masdevallia, 
coming from Brazil, a country not nearly so rich as 
the Andes of Perv and Ecuador. It is, of course a 
genuine tropical Orc^id and requires warmer treat- 
ment than the alp’:s Masdevallias, By special 
request of Messrs. F, Sander & Co., who first flowered 
the plant, if is named after the collector, Mr. Forget.

In the shape of this sepal 
our species represents a quite new type in Cypripeds. 
The colour is a very beautiful tint of green, with & 
broad white border. ‘The inferior sepal is pale 
whitish-green, half as long as the lip, and of par- 
ticular interest. The petals prove the great resem- 
blance it bears to Cypripedium Lowii in shape and 
general appearance, but the colour of the basal 
region is quite different. ‘They have not the large 
purplish-black spots of Cypripedium Lowii, but ir 
the upper margin the brownish warts are like those 
of Cypripedium barbatum, but without the hairs, 
and with numerous purplish dots on the dise; whilst 
the inferior half of the petals is bright green, 


without any markings.

The lip is rather large for the size of the flower, It 
has converging borders to the basal part, with small 
shining warts, and very acute side-lobes ; the general 
colour is purplish-brown (more dirty-purplish than 
brown), paler behind and below, with numerous 
very small purple dots. ‘The column has a stami- 


node quite different from that of C. Lowii; it is 
oblong-obcordate, with a tooth in the sinus, but 


without the erect and hairy horn of C. Lowii; its 
colour is green, with a white border. The whole 
flower is quite destitute of hairs and cilia, and 
entirely glabrous, In short, the plant resembles 
C. Lowii in general appearance, but differs princi- 
pally in its smaller inferior sepal, in the colour of 
the basal part of the petals, in its entirely different 
staminode, and in its smoothness, 


It is perhaps a natural hybrid between C. Lowii 


and another parent unknown tous, The staminode, 
however, shows such a peculiar feature, and is so 
dissimilar to this organ in other Cypripediums, 
that we must consider the plant for the moment 
as a true species. The habitat is to be kept 
secret for the present, but I can assert that it 
is not the native country of Cypripedium Lowii. 
For myself, I was struck by the information given 
to me by the importer. The flowers have all the 
grace of those of Cypripedium Lowii,and are of about 
the same size. I may add that the specimen which 
flowered at Magdeburg, in M. T. Wolter’s collection 
was & very poor one, yet its flowers were in size and 
beauty equal to those of a normal C. Lowii. It is to 
be hoped that the flower will increase in beauty when 
the plant has acquired more strength. The artificial 
hybrids of C. Lowii, viz, C. calanthum, Rehb. f, 
(C. barbatum Crossi x Lowii), and C. macropterum, 
Rehb. f. (C. Lowii X superbiens), are not identical, 


the latter being perhaps similar in many respects.

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NEW OR NOTEWORTHY PLANTS. 


VANDA KIMBALLIANA, Rchb. f., VAR. 
LACKNERA, Krnel, 

Tus is the best variety we noticed in a large 
stock of the typical Vanda Kimballiana in the col- 
lection of Mr. C. Lackner, at Steglitz near Berlin. 
The flowers are snowy-white, without even a tinge 
of purple, and with only a very few small golden 
spotlets in the mouth of the spur. The size of 
the flower is the same as in the best specimens 
of the type, or even rather bigger. It is a true 
albino. This character is so pronounced in the 
whole appearance of the plant, that typical ones 
and such as belong to the variety are discernible 
even in the non-flowering state. The typical plants 
of Vanda Kimballiana have, as everybody knows, a 
dark purplish or a dark green colour, so densely 
covered with purple spots that the whole appearance 
of the plants, from the uppermost leaves to the end 
of the thriving roots, is a very sombre one. In the 
variety the general colour is a very clear green, the 
purplish colour being reduced to small widely dis- 
persed spots. The roots are pea-green, with some 
white “ velamen " just before the tip of the growing 
points. The contrast between the typical specimens 
with the rosy flowers and the chaste snowy ones of 
the variety, is a very lovely one. It seems that the 
variety is a very rare plant. Among more than & 
hundred large and luxuriantly growing specimens 
in the collection of Mr, Lackner, we found only one 
single specimen of the variety. It is dedicated to 
Mrs, Lackner in sincere acknowledgment of the 
interest she has manifested in horticultural and 
especially orchidographical questions in her hospit- 
able home at Steglitz.

Wits the exception of Bolbophyllum Odoardi, 
Pfitz, this new species is certainly the smallest Bole . 
bophyllum we have any notice of. The creeping 
stems are thinner than ordinary silk thread; the 
bulbs and the leaves are one to two lines in length, 
and the leaves about half a line in breadth. The 
pedicel is also very slender, and the flower is, in spite 
of the tails of the sepals, a very inconspicuous one. 
The most striking character is the very prominent 
soft-haired callus of the lip, which occupies nearly 
the whole disc except the very edge, and this 
character will be regarded as sufficient to distinguish 
the species from all the others hitherto described. 
It flowered for the first time in June, 1893, at 
Herrenhausen, under the careful cultivation of Mr. 
Wendland. The plant was found and sent home by 
Mr, Johannes Braun, F. Kränzlin.

Ir not beautiful, this is certainly a very striking 
plant, in habit rather like the other Cataseta we have 
in our atoves. The spike bears about twenty flowers 
of dirty-green colour outside, and pea-green inside, 
more or less spotted with small purplish spots. 
The sepals and petals are of about the same size and 
form, growing in a sort of helmet as in some other 
Cataseta, Catasetum purum, Nees, for instance 
(= Catasetum inapertum, Hook.). The most 
peculiar part of these flowers, and the one by which 
they can easily be distinguished from other species, ig 
the lip. This part is rather emall for a Catasetum, 
and looke very like a lower-jaw with a prominent 
chin and teeth; on both sides there are two rows of 
molar teeth, not very long and prominent, but broad 
and stout; a little behind the top is a tow of 
six; very prominent incisors, the middle ones co- 
herent except at the apex. The plant was intro- 
duced by Messrs. F. Sander & Co., St, Albans, and 
flowered in midsummer, F. Kränzlin.

Tus is by far the most striking new Orchid received 
for a long time past. Imagine a group of from nine 
to twelve flowers of a large Chimæroid Masdevallia, 
surmounting a slender flower-stalk, and you will get 
an idea of this extraordinary new Bolbophyllum. 
The flowers have a yellowish-white ground-colour, 
the sepals and petals are heavily spotted with dark 
brown, the lip is red, and has a very strange spongy 
texture at the disc, As in the other Bolbophyllums 
of the Umbellatæ group, the flowers of this species 
also form a circle, but in this instance it is a very 
large one. The upper sepals are erect, the lateral 
ones and the petals are spreading ; the diameter of 
each individual flower, including the measurement of 
the tendrils, is from 8 to 9 inches. The rhizome is 
very long, creeping, and bears its slender bulbs at 
long distances apart. The bulbs are thin, erect, from 
4 to 5 inches long, and terminated by a leaf much 
resembling that of a medium-sized Stanhopea. It 
is quite superfluous to add more. The description 
speaks for itself, and shows that there is a grand 
Orchid at hand. It isa discovery of Mr. Ericsson, 
one of the oldest Sanderian travellers, and by desire 
of Messrs. F. Sander, I have named it after their 
Swedish collector. Z. Kränzlin, Berlin.

Tuis is a very fine plant when a large specimen of 
it is seen. The primrose-soloured flowers rising from 
the dense tufts of little bulbs and narrow grass-like 
foliage, have a very picturesque appearance. It is by 
no means beautiful, but it has assuredly its own 
peculiar charms, as have many of our plants, the 
merits of which are aot to be measured by square 
inches. The flowers are nearly of the same colour as 
our Primroses, ‘with orange-yellow spots on a yellow 
ground ; the size is about the same as that of the 
well-known C. fimbriata, Lindl. 

The plant is of special botanical interest. Dr. 
Lindley described the plant on its earliest intro- 
duction in Wallich’s Catalogue, and in his Genera and 
Species, under the name of Coelogyne uniflora. Afters 
wards, in his Folia Orchidacea, he formed on this 
species (and three others) the new genus Panisea. 
The essential point of difference is (according to Dr. 
Lindley) the sigmoid-flexed claw of the labellum, 
and I am sure that no such character may be 
seen in this species, though all others agree in 
every respect marvellously well with Dr. Lindley’s 
description. As I have had the opportunity of 
examining fresh materials, I could prove that this 
plant is a true Cœlogyne of the Proliferæ group. I 
refrain to-day from pointing out all the pros and cons 
of this ver y intricate > question ; but I will conclude by

saying, that I will never consent to the division of a 


genus into two by such a trifling characteristic as the 
structure of the claw of the lip. I have not had the 
opportunity of examining Panisea parviflora, Lindl. 
P. reflexa, Lindl. and P. bilamellata, Lindl. (all 
formerly included with Coelogyne); but if I may 
judge from the results I have obtained by examining 
this so-called Panisea uniflora, I believe it is better to 
abolish this scarcely-defined genus Panisea, and to 
revert to Lindley's first opinion. 

It is surely somewhat astonishing to have to defend 
Lindley versus Lindley, but l cannot help it. There 
were three eras in Lindley’s life: in the first he was 
under the influence of R. Brown and Olaf Swartz; 
in the second he was John Lindley, the author of the 
Genera and Species, the acknowledged head of Orchid- 
ology and English botany ; in the third the rising star 
of Reichenbach disturbed his circles, and his publiea- 
tions (the Folia Orchidacea, for instance), were no 
longer the result of ripened and elaborate studies, but 
were the not always successful efforts to defend his 
superiority against a scholar, who was to disappoint 
the hopes of his very numerous English friends, not 
only in this way, but many years afterwards in a far 
more radical manner. Under this influence, Lindley 
unfortunately relinquished his sagacious method of 
showing Orchids, as Orchids must be shown, and he 


endeavoured to see with his younger follower’s eyes ; 
a8 it was not in his line tobe a morphologist, all his 
efforts to walk in this way were more or less lost. 
He 1s not to be congratulated in having separated 
Panisea from Cœlogyne, and in this case, as in mary 
others, his first opinion was the more correct one. 
The Specimen was sent by Mrs. Ida Brandt of Zürich, 
Switzerland, who obtained it two years ago from M. 
Kienast Zóly. The country from which the plant 
was Imported is not positively known.

The species of Catasetum are, as a rule, more 
curious than beautiful, but of late MM. Linden, of 
Brussels (Société anonyme, “ l'Horticulture Inter: 
nationale ”), have been the fortunate introducers of 
several rather striking species, notably C. tigrinum, 
and the superb C. Bungerothii, which is the finest 
known member of this interesting genus. The 
present novelty has recently been introduced from 
Brazil by E. S. Rand, Esq., and sent to MM. Linden. 
It is a very pretty and distinct species, and one that 
is likely to become a desirable plant. It is of dwarfer 
habit than many of the species, and has short 
racemes which curve downwards and bear four or 
five flowers, which are about 14 inch in expanse, 
The sepals and petals are broad, elliptic acute, and 
widely spreading, They are of a light green, marked 
with several transverse bars of a chocolate colour. 
The lip is saccate, with an oblong mouth, entire on 
the margin and shortly three-toothed at the apex. 
The colour is orange-yellow. It would be interest- 
ing to know what the other sexual forms of this 
species are like, though possibly they may be less 
ornamental than the form here described. [From 
an inspection of the drawings only.]

GARDENERS are sometimes surprised to see their 
“ genera ” gat aside by botanists who, without respect 
to sacred tradition, look only to the essential points 
of discrimination, the column and the lip. Bat even 
the most zealous defender of garden orchidology must 
admit that the little plant I have described once 
more, unites the character of a Bolbophyllum with 
those of a Cirrhopetalum. The creeping rhizome, 
the distanced, one-leaved bulbs, the yellowish-white 
flower-stalks, with their capitate flowers, are exactly 
as in Cirrbopetalum. The sepals are contracted from 
a very broad cordate base into narrow points; the 
petals are nearly the same as in all the other Bolbo- 
phylla; the lip contrasts by its dark colour with the 
yellowieh-white sepais and petals, and has a white 
fringed border, which has a mealy look, The 
plant was described (not very accurately) and figured 
by Mr. Breda in Kuhl aad Van Hasseit’s Genera and 
Species of Orchidaceous Plants, t. 4, fig. 2, under the 
name of Odontostylis multiflora, Breda. The genus 
*Odontostylis" cannot be maintained, and un- 
doubtedly has been many years united with Bolbo- 
phyllum. Mr. H. Ridley has overlooked this fact, 
and has described a Bolbophyllum multiflorum from 
Madagascar. According to the strict laws of botanical 
nomenclature, this latter name must be changed, 
The nomenclature of the two spacies should run as 
follows :—Odontostylis multiflora, Breda = Bolbo- 
phyllum multiflorum, Krz!.; Bolbophyllum mul- 
tidorum, Ridley = Bolbophyllum Ridleyi, Kral.

Tats curious Bulbophyllum was discovered by the 
late Johannes Braun. Hislastcollectionreached Europe 
in tolerably good condition, and was purchased by Mr. 
Hermann Wendland, who flowered the plant for the 
first time in 1896, at Herrenhausen, near Hanover. I 
am indebted to him for fine materials, i.e., a splendid 
raceme, and a sketch of the plant. About the affinity, 
| it is clear at the first glance that it belongs un- 
doubtedly to the little group of this genus, of which 
Bulbophyllum barbigerum, Lindl., is the first; and 
) B. calamarium is, I believe, the best.known repre- 
sentative. It is, however, easy to distinguish it 
from those species and others of the same affinity, 
by the want of horns on both sides of the anther, by 
the well-developed side-lobes of the lip, and by 
thelong purplish hairs covering the whole margin 
from the very base to the top. In the other species, 
the hairiness is confined to the anterior part, or at 
least a smaller area of the lip, and in all the other 
species side-lobes are totally wanting. The flowers 
are smaller than those of B. calamarium, and of green 
colour, spotted with purple; they are somewhat 
larger than those of Bolbophyllum saltatoriura, 
Lindl. Mr. Wendland, who has seen the flowers 
opening, says that the irritability and the movements 
of the lip are quite the same as in the Megacliniums, 
or Frog Orchids, and that they make the same 
atriking impression on the beholder.

At first sight the plant resembles Oncidium pubes, 
but even with the naked eye the first difference—vis., 
the divided sepals—is readily observed, and closer 
examination reveals other discrepancies of no less im- 
portance, The middle lobe of the lip is rather 
broader than it is long, cordate, with a slight ten- 
dency to become bilobulate at the apex; the callus 
of the lip is covered with numerous small waxy 
warts, and a smaller callus, going out into three lines 
of little warty excrescences, is observable at the base 
of the middle-lobe. The side-lobes are not very 
large, but far larger than in Oucidium pubes, Lindl,, 
and they are bent backwards. The arms of the 
column are narrow, and, like the border of the 
anther-bed, pubescent. Finally, the flowers are 
scarcely half the size of good specimens of Oncidium 
pubes. The bulbs are long, cylindrical, 5 inches or 
more, and even when dried, not angular. In spite of 
much resemblance, the plant does not agree in its 
habit and size, nor in the botanical characters with 
the two plates in the Botanical Magazine, 3109 and 
3926, and the descriptions, till to-day. 

It is, of course, with some hesitation that I resoive 
to add another species of Oncidium to the crowd of 
more or less well-describe1 shadow-like plants of 
uncertain affinities, the descriptions of which fill the 
pages of our botanical works. I have made the 
diagnosis as accurate as fresh flowers allow it to be 
done. It is curious that two Oncidia so similar at À 
first sight in shape and size should belong to two ^.

lobes are reduced to blunt angles; the middle one is 
very broad, and on its anterior part divided into two 
diverging rather acute lobes. The disc of the lip is 
orange-coloured ; the margin is waved like in many 
other Sobralias. The emergences on the disc are 
reduced to five small scarcely elevated lines; the 
column is slender as usually, but it has on both sides 
of the anther-bed a long recurved horn, longer and 
more curved than in any other species I know, I 
have pointed out all the peculiarities of this species 
interesting in first line to the botanists, the number 
of similar species being a rather large one to-day; and 
I have to add some remarks to the subdivisions made 
by Dr. Lindley in the Folia Orchidacea, January 21, 
1854. “The division, § C.:—Flowers in a cone-like 
head, or naked, is divided in series—1, lip with 
crested veins ;" and 2, “‘lip with naked veins. Both 
divisions are subdivided thus **leaf-sheaths or bracts, 
hispid, with black hairs and leaf-sheaths, or bracts 
naked. This scheme was regarded as the only legiti- 
mate one up to our days, and indeed it was sufficient 
for all the species we received from Southern America 
since the days of Lindley. The new species I pub- 
lish to-day destroys not only the two divisions, but 
also the two subdivisions. The sheaths of the leaves 
are not provided with black hairs properly speaking, 
but with black points, and we must regard from the 
morphological point of view these black points as 
rudiments of hairs; secondly, the lip has five elevated 
lines, too deep to be regarded as simple lines, too 
small to be called crested veins. For the moment 
the new plant may be placed between Sobralia 
violacea and S. macrantha; afterwards, a new sub- 
division of this tribe of Sobralias will be unavoidable. 

It is undoubtedly a charming plant, not so big as 
Sobralia macrantha, and, as far as I can judge from 
my material, freely flowering for several weeks. ‘The 
flowers rise from the cone-like head of the stalk one 
by one.

This is indeed a great novelty—great in two 
senses—as a plant, and as a charming novelty. The 
size is about the same as that of a large Grammato- 
phyllum, which this plant also resembles by some 
other characters. The rhizome produces many roots 
which creep over the trees. The creeping stem is 2 to 6 
cm. thick (three-quarters of an inch to 2} inches) ; 
the bulbs reach the enormous size of 28 em. in 
length ; they are a little compressed, and like the 
stems, are covered by the remnants of decayed leaves. 
The flower-stalk is said to be 100 em. high (about 
40 inches); it bears in a close raceme twenty to 
twenty-five very beautiful flowers of the size of 
7 cm. (24 inches). The dorsal sepals and the petals 
are obovate, and rounded at the top; the lateral 
sepals are broadly-linear or oblong, with nearly 
parallel borders; the lip is large, the side-lobes 
broadly-oblong, the middle one divided into two 
little ones; the disc bears at the very base a 
three-lobed  eallosity ; the radiating nerves are 
thickened throughout the whole lip, and deve- 
loped—especialy the middle ones — into sharp- 
angled triangular lamellæ. The colour is cer- 
tainly a very beautiful rose-purple ; the lip has a 
great golden-yellow blotch in the middle. Twenty 
or more flowers of such a size and such a bright 
colour must produce a very lovely sight. 

About five years ago I learned from the late 
Johannes Braun—who died afterwards at Antana- 
narivo—that he had discovered a giant Orchid not 
belonging to the Angræcoids. He sent only two 
(huge) leaves of about 60 cm. in length. To judge 
from the bases of leaves of my specimens, I believe 
he saw the plant in question ; the bases of the latter 
agreeing well with the leaves I have in memory. 
The plant was now found by Mr. Mocoris, sent to 
Mons. Peeters at St. Giles, near Bruxelles. I have 
received materials from Mr. F. Sander and Mons.

This is one of the more or less apocryphal Orchids 
described in scientific or garden papers many years 
ago, and forgotten since the day of publication, The 
plant was described by Professor Reichenbach in the 
Hamburger Garten Zeitung, 1863, p. 1l, but his 
description in two lines is quite insufficient. He 
states that the plant resembles Epidendrum clavatum, 
Lindl., and adds some remarks about the lip. The 
plant more closely resembles a somewhat slender form 
of Epidendrum ciliare, the bulbs of the leaves having 
nearly the same length, but not half the breadth. 
The spike arises from the young bulb when the 
leaves begin to peep out of the sheathing leaflets of 
the bulb. The flower resembles a little those of 
Epidendrum falcatum, but they are much smaller, 
and the lip is quite different, the side-lobes being 
two-lobed, and the middle one linear, with an ovate or 
sub-rhomboid apex. The flower-stalk, with the ovary, 
is very long (7 to 8 em.), and covered only at the base 
by the brownish glume-like bracts. The plant was 
originally detected by Warscewicz in Costa Rica, and 
the fresh material I received lately was also brought 
fromthatcountry. It flowered probably for the first time 
many years since in the collection of Mr. Paul Wolter, 
Magdeburg, Wilhelmstadt, one of the most zealous 
and the most successful German importers of to-day. 
Epidendrum, generally speaking, is not in fashion, 
and this species will not alter the ruling opinion, after 
all the plant is surely very easy to cultivate in a tem- 
perate-house. Finaily, if horticulturists are not 
pleased to see this plant again in Europe, botanists 
are so. To see the catalogue of doubtful species les- 
sened even by one number is often more agreeable 
than to describe a new one.

Botanicum, 
represents under the name Epidendrum xipheres, 
Rehb. £, a plant from which our species differ by its 
much larger bulbs and the smaller flowers of a dif- 
ferent colour, but with which it agrees very well in 
the most important botanical characters. The general 
shape of the bulbs, the narrow thick leathery leaves, 
the arrangement of the flower-stalk, also the peculiar 
glassy warts on the ovary, the most striking of all 
characters, are about the same in both species, but 
there end the affinities. The sepals are lanceolate, 
the petals linear, both of them dark green, with 
sordid purplish lines, the lip is very prettily golden- 
coloured with a thick whitish callus, hollowed on its 
surface, from which five thick elevated lines run 
through the anterior part of the lip.

enumerated. It is extremely difficult to-day to deter- 
mine Epidendra, the literature being dispersed to 
the utmost degree, and with great hesitation I add 
this species to the crowd of more or less known 
and partly phantom-like species, I hope, too, that 
in ashort time we may have the plant living in Europe. 
Mr. Stanhope gathered the plant in the remote sur- 
roundings of Ocana, and sent me a good sketch in 
water colours, and two dried specimens. 

The plant is far from being what we may call a 
beauty, but a dense cluster of the little stems with the 
marbled leaves will certainly make a good effect. The 
short racemes are clothed at the base by a large scale 
or sheath of about the same colour as the flowers, a 
character not very frequent in Epidendrum, the 
leaves, too, are toothed at their apex, also a good not 
very frequent character. The plant belongs un- 
doubtedly to the affinity of Epidendrum carinatum, 
Lind., miserrimum, Lindl., a group of little and mostly 
inconspicuous plants of merely botanical interest, and 
among those it may be considered as the best of 
them all.

A very curious plant of Vanda-like habit, but with 
very short spikes of only a single flower, and few 
empty bracts rising from the sheaths of fallen leaves 
in the basal part of the stem. The flowers are 
about 2:5 cm. in diameter, and resemble in colour a 
little to those of Saccolabium bellatulum. The sepals 
are narrow-oblong, the petals linear and spatulate 


to the top; the colour is a very bright yellow, with two —

As said before, the flower resembles in general a 
small flower of Saccolabium bellatulum, still it is a 
true Cleisostoma.

A nice Galeandra, just introduced by Messrs. 
Linden, Directors of the new Society d Horticulture 
Internationale of Brussels. It is strong in its habit. 
The stem at hand exceeds a span, and is rather 
thick towards the base.

Leaves cuneate, linear- 
acuminate, attaining half an inch in breadth; the 
uppermost ones are smaller.

Something very like this was known to me nearly 
thirty years ago from a sketch. Much later came a 
description of a similar plant. Finally Sir Trevor 
Lawrence, Bart., M.P., P.R.H.S., surprised me in the 
most agreeable manner by sending mea seven-flowered 
inflorescence, whose comparatively short green rachis 
affords a fine contrast to the yellowish bracts. The 
pedicels are erect, the ovaries bent in a retrorse 
way. The sepals and petals are ligulate acute, petals 
a little broader. The colour is exceedingly interest- 
ing; it begins of a fine dark garlic-green, with 
darker veins, and a certain texture of velvet; finally, 
the whole is of a deep brown. The lip is quite 
characteristic ; it is oblong acute, having an excava- 
tion between the middle and the base, and on each 
side is an erect introrse tooth. The inner surface of 
the lip is convex, the outside surface is quite flat; 
the colour is whitish, ultimately yellowish, with a 
few purple spots on the anterior half inside. The 
substance is very thick, and reminds me of ivory. 
The thin curved column is clavate at the apex, with 
three teeth at the apex behind. It is green, with 
some small black spots at the base. Sir Trevor 
received it from Brazil. The flowers are nearly 
equal to those of Cycnoches Egertonianum, but are 
in a stiff upright raceme, 

A Cycnoches Haagii has been described by Barbosa 
Rodriguez (Genera et Species Orchidearum Novarum, 
1882, p. 221). It is said to have a labellum obova- 
tum acuminatum ventricosum. The sepals and petals 
are said to be spotted at the upper margin and the 
apex of the green column is stated to be white. Those 
are very considerable differences provided the terms 
are correctly used. 

My first acquaintance with a species of this 
affinity was made by copying a sketch of Wallis’, re- 
presenting such a plant and with more than usual care 
Wallis noted what follows: “ Very fine epiphyte ; lip 
exceedingly thick, like china, with red spots and two 
Processes. Sepals and petals reddish-green, shining 
like velvet. Column very thin, green, with small 
Not much smell, Bulbs and leaves of

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Wallis represented a cross section of the lip, which 
shows a longitudinal keel on the mid-line underneath, 
and the two teeth on the inner surface are median. 
There is no indication of a grove between the teeth 
and the blade of the lip is almost circular and apicu- 
late (not acute). There may thus be three nearly 
allied species.

A VERY interesting Oncidium, reminding one of 
Oncidium amictum, but immediately distinguished by 
its long column. Its narrow flowers are ‚Horse 
Chestnut coloured, with much yellow on the lip, and 
very obscure yellow band on the dorsal sepal. 
Column, as stated, very long, sulphur-coloured, with 
brown-purple wings. Inever saw anything like it 
but Mr. Bull’s Oncidium caloglossum, but that has a 
short column, different calli, and distinct colours. I 
bad it from an excellent Orchidist, Mr, T. Day.

A small flowered Masdevallia, in the way of Mas- 
devallia chloracea and campyloglossa, with a closed 
perigone going out into three short tails, which are 
yellow, while the body of the perigone is white, with 
several (always nine ?) cinnamon longitudinal stripes, 
Petals lanceolate, with an angle in the middle of the in- 
ferior side, white, with a brown mid-nerve. Lip lane 
ceolate acute, with an angle on each side at the base, 
white, yellow at the base and apex, and with three 
longitudinal purple nerves, Column white, with purple 
side borders. The leaf is rather thick, cuneate, ligulate, 
blunt, acute, reaching 5 inches in length, not 1 in 
breadth. I had this nice little beauty through the 
kindness of Mr. W. Lee, Downside, Leatherhead,

Major A. C. Lendy, Sunbury House, Sunbury-on- 
Thames, Middlesex, has grown this for some years. 
Finally it has flowered, and has proved a chaste novel 
beauty. The flower is nearly as large as that of 
Warscewiczella discolor, but the petals are very large, 
and much superior to the sepals, the lateral ones 
are reverse and retrorse, which produces a very 
peculiar impression; and the large elliptical lip has 
a small bidentate callus in the centre. Sepals and 
petals are of the lightest whitish-yellow, but the lip is 
much darker, The column is white with some small 
purple lines at the base in front. Itis dedicated with 
great satisfaction to its excellent possessor, Z7. G.

Tuis very interesting little gem was imported with 
Phalænopsis Sanderiana, no doubt by Mr. F. Sander. 
Thad it from Mr. James O'Brien. It has very few 
ligulate, emarginate leaves which are equal to those 
of a small Phalænopsis grandiflora, Lindl. (O’Br.) 
Thus they are 3—4 inches in length, là inch in 
breadth. The leaf in my herbarium is shorter. 
Even in the dried state it shows very well the 
strong and cartilaginous state it had when alive. 
I believe the leaf had a purple hue above, but 
Isay this from memory only, having made no note 
about it. The purple peduncle bears very few flowers 
(I saw two), which I found one-sided, and which are 
the size of those of Phalzenopsis Parishii, The 
stalked ovaries are light ochre-yellow. The sepals 
are ligulate, blunt acute. The petals much narrower, 
acute, of the same length. Spur of the lip very 
large, broad, cylindrical, emarginate at the retuse 
apex. Side laciniæ retuse very short. Mid-lacinia 
oblong apiculate, or three-lobed, blunt or emargi- 
nate, full of very inconspicuous small warts. There 
is a large callus under the column. It is oblong, like 
an anchor near the column, having on each side a 
projecting shank-curved downwards and an emargi- 
nate bilobed end towards the extremity of the spurs. 
There is also a Sarcanthoid septum in the spur. 
Column slender with a very long rostellar beak. 
Sepals and petals ochre-yellow, base of the column
